If  they 
weren’t,  even  though  I  don’t  like  a 
communist  country  in  this  hemi¬ 
sphere,  I  would  not  vote  a  dime  for 
the  Contras.” 

-South  Africa.  Garn  said  he  sup¬ 
ported  the  Senate  version  of  sanc¬ 
tions.  He  said  the  U.S.  should  try  to 
avoid  a  double  standard  in  applying 
sanctions  to  any  country.  “They 
ought  to  apply  wherever  human 
rights  violations  occur.” 

-Space.  “The  space  program  of 
this  country  is  vital  to  our  future.” 
He  feels  that  we  gain  a  great  deal 
from  the  space  program.  “It’s  impor¬ 
tant  that  we  do  it  for  our  own  tech¬ 
nology.”

Craig  Oliver,  Democratic  candi¬ 
date  for  the  United  States  Senate, 
considers  the  nuclear  arms  race  the 
paramount  issue  of  the  1986  cam¬ 
paign. 

Oliver,  who  holds  a  political  sci¬ 
ence  degree  from  the  University  of 
Utah,  has  never  held  a  public  office. 
However,  because  he  has  been  a 
construction  worker,  a  sales  clerk,  a 
real  estate  agent  and  a  social 
worker,  he  believes  his  views  “are 
more  reflective  of  the  average  citi¬ 
zen  in  the  state  of  Utah.  ” 

Oliver  outlined  his  views  for  the 
Nov.  4  election: 

-The  arms  race.  “My  main  con¬ 
cern,  without  question,  is  the  nu¬ 
clear  arms  race,”  Oliver  said,  adding 
that  Soviet  leader  Gorbachev’s  offer 
at  the  Reykjavik  Summit  was  a  rea¬ 
sonable  one.  “It  borders  on  insanity 
to  just  keep  stockpiling  nuclear 
weapons.”  He  said  SDI  should  be 
limited  to  research  not  just  because 
of  the  expense  and  uncertainties 
about  its  success,  but  because  nu¬ 
clear  tests  to  complete  the  system 
could  endanger  Utah  citizens.  He 
also  favors  a  moratorium  on  nuclear 
testing. 

-The  economy.  “The  rosy  picture 
that  the  Republicans  are  trying  to 
paint  about  the  state  of  the  economy 
is  just  not  true.”  He  supports  pro¬ 
tectionist  legislation  to  help  Amer¬ 
ica’s  industries. 

-Waste  in  government.  “I  just 
think  the  efficiency  has  got  to  be 
much  more  effectively  managed.” 
He  favors  a  management  approach 
to  government  by  tackling  the  prob¬ 
lems  one  at  a  time,  starting  with 
defense.  “It  may  very  well  be  the 
toughest  problem  facing  govern¬ 
ment  today.” 

.-The  budget.  “I.  don’t  think  most 
people  realize  this,  but  39  percent  of 
the  budget  goes  to  pay  the  interest 
on  the  national  debt.  That  in  my

mind  is  just  staggering.”  He  sup¬ 
ports  the  Gramm-Rudman-Hollings 
legislation  and  a  constitutional 
amendment  to  balance  the  budget. 
After  the  budget  is  balanced,  he 
would  emphasize  paying  the  princi¬ 
ple  of  the  debt  to  cut  interest  pay¬ 
ments. 

-Social  Programs.  “There  is  noth¬ 
ing  as  important  to  the  national  se¬ 
curity  of  this  nation  as  a  well  edu¬ 
cated  populace.”  Oliver  favors 
federal  support  of  education.  Also, 
he  said  health  care  should  be  ex¬ 
panded  for  those  individuals  who 
currently  can’t  receive  federal  aid  or 
afford  regular  health  care  costs. 

-South  Africa.  “I’m  very  proud 
(that  the  house  and  senate)  passed 
that  sanctions  bill  and  overrode  the 
president.”  He  said  the  statement 
sanctions  make  is  the  most  impor¬ 
tant  thing  about  them.  “If  we  stand 
for  anything,  we  stand  for  basic  hu¬ 
man  rights.” 

-Nicaragua.  “I’m  a  very  strong  be¬ 
liever  in  allowing  nations  to  deter¬ 
mine  their  own  futures  and  fates.” 
Oliver  opposes  aid  to  the  contra 
rebels.  “Anytime  you  have  that  kind 
of  money  in  the  hands  of  people  who 
you  don’t  even  really  know,  the  po¬ 
tential  for  abuse  is  great.” 

-Drugs.  “This  nation’s  got  to  do 
everything  .  humanly  possible  to 
combat  it.”  He  feels  education  is  the 
key  to  the  problem,  but  he  does  not 
oppose  using  the  military. 


Seven  Utah  killers 
await  their  executions; 
death  penalty  debated 


Editors  note:  This  is  the  second  of  a 
two-part  story  dealing  with  the  death 
penalty.

Today  on  Utah’s  death  row  sit 
seven  condemned  killers:  Pierre  Dale 
Selby,  William  Andrews,  Ronald  Laf- 
ferty,  Ronnie  Lee  Gardner,  Elroy 
Tillman,  Gary  Bishop  and  Douglas 
Carter. 

In  1972  the  United  States  Supreme 
Court  ruled  capital  punishment  laws, 
as  then  enforced,  were  unconstitu¬ 
tional,  but  later  upheld  the  constitu¬ 
tionality  of  capital  punishment. 

Many  states,  including  Utah,  have 
passed  legislation  that  meets  the 
Supreme  Court’s  requirements  by 
specifying  the  crimes  or  circum¬ 
stances  for  which  the  death  penalty  is 
to  be  issued. 

Proponents 

Proponents  of  capital  punishment 
say  the  death  penalty  is  more  of  a 
deterrent  to  crime  than  life  imprison¬ 
ment.  They  also  argue  that  by  killing 
a  convicted  murderer,  prison  staff 
and  fellow  prisoners  will  not  be  in 
danger. 

“Penalties  deter  some  crime,  but 
they  do  not  deter  all  crime. 

It  is  too  much  to  expect  a  penalty  to 
deter  all  crime.  It  is  not  possible  to 
increase  penalties  indefinitely. 

“At  some  point  you  have  to  give  up 
and  say  there  is  no  way  to  wipe  out  all 
crime. 

How  much  cruelty  will  you  accept 
at  the  price  of  reducing  crime  to  a 
tolerable  level?”  said  Edward  Kim¬ 
ball,  professor  of  law  at  the  J.  Reuben 
Clark  Law  School.  Kimball  did  not 
state  a  position  on  capital  punish¬ 
ment. 

Those  opposed  to  capital  punish¬ 
ment  say  it  cannot  be  proved  that  cap¬ 
ital  punishment  is  a  better  deterrent 
than  life  imprisonment. 

Opponents  also  argue  that  some¬ 
times  a  sentence  is  given  unjustly 
which  leads  to  the  execution  of  inno¬ 
cent  people,  and  that  the  death 
penalty  is  only  given  to  the  poor  and 
minorities. 


Amnesty  International 

Amnesty  International,  a  world¬ 
wide  humanitarian  organization,  is 
opposed  to  capital  punishment.  Jack 
Healey,  executive  director  of 
Amnesty  International  called  it  an 
“unfair  punishment  used  as  a  weapon 
against  the  poor  and  minorities,” 
when  he  was  speaking  at  BYU  on  Oc¬ 
tober  8. 

Amnesty  International  is  attempt¬ 
ing  to  stop  every  execution  in  the 
world,  he  said,  claiming  it  is  a  form  of 
cruel  and  unusual  punishment. 

The  organization  subscribes  to  the 
philosophy  that  when  a  government

gets  in  the  business  of  killing  people  it 
sets  a  precedence  that  killing  is  ac¬ 
ceptable,  he  said.  Deliberate  execu¬ 
tion  provides  an  example  for  other 
people  and  governments  to  follow. 

Utah  Code 

According  to  Utah  Code,  when  a 
person  has  been  sentenced  to  death,  a 
warrant  is  signed  by  the  judge  and 
the  clerk. 

In  Utah,  the  death  penalty  is  appli¬ 
cable  in  first  degree  murder  cases, 
which  are  considered  a  capital  of¬ 
fense.  The  warrant  is  then  delivered 
to  the  sheriff  of  the  county  where  the 
conviction  is  had. 

The  warrant  states  the  conviction 
and  judgment  and  the  day  of  execu¬ 
tion,  which  has  to  be  at  least  30  days 
in  the  future,  but  no  more  than  than 
60  days. 

Unlike  most  states,  Utah’s  gover¬ 
nor  does  not  have  pardoning  power. 
“The  governor  of  Utah  may  not  com¬ 
mute  a  sentence  or  issue  a  pardon. 
The  power,  subject  to  legislative  limi¬ 
tation,  lies  in  the  parole  board,”  said 
Kimball,  who  served  on  the  Utah 
Parole  Board  from  1979  to  1983.

Trick-or-treating  this  year  should 
be  safe  and  happy  if  children  and  par¬ 
ents  take  precautions  this  Halloween. 

Lee  Upchurch,  Provo  Police  De¬ 
partment’s  crime  prevention  officer,  . 
offered  some  trick-or-treating  safety 
tips  to  ensure  that  this  Halloween  is 
fun. 

Upchurch  said  costumes  should  be 
flame  resistant,  light-colored  and 
above  the  knees  to  prevent  tripping. 

He  added  that  putting  reflective 
tape  on  costumes  is  also  a  good  idea. 

Faces  should  be  painted  instead  of 
wearing  masks.  But  if  children  do 
wear  masks,  the  eye  holes  should  be 
enlarged.  Also,  masks  should  be 
taken  off  when  crossing  the  street. 

When  trick-or-treating,  kids 
should  travel  in  large  groups,  always 
accompanied  by  an  adult  with  a  flash¬ 
light. 

They  should  stay  in  their  own 
neighborhoods  and  only  trick-or-treat 
to  lighted  homes. 

Trick-or-treaters  should  never  go 
inside  a  home,  even  when  they  are 
invited. 

Also,  children  should  not  eat  good¬ 
ies  they  receive  until  parents  have 
inspected  all  of  them  completely. 

To  inspect  the  candy,  parents 
should  carefully  examine  wrappers. 
If  the  packaging  is  ripped  or  damaged 
in  any  way,  or  if  there  is  no  wrapper 
at  all,  the  candy  should  be  discarded. 
F ruit  should  be  chopped  and  carefully 
inspected. 

Candy-givers  also  have  a  responsi¬ 
bility  to  trick-or-treaters. 

By  keeping  porch  lights  on,  walk¬ 
ways  free  of  obstacles  and  dogs  be¬ 
hind  fences,  they  can  provide  a  safe 
atmosphere  for  Halloween. 

Upchurch  urged  candy-givers  to 
never  invite  children  inside  the  home 
and  to  only  give  away  wrapped  or 
packaged  candy. 

“Greet  them  (children)  outside  the 
door  and  bring  the  candy  to  them,”  he 
said. 

Another  suggestion  for  parents  is 
to  designate  a  route  before  trick-or- 
treating. 

“A  map  or  list  of  houses  in  the 
neighborhood  and  a  set  curfew  will 
help  parents  know  where  their  chil¬ 
dren  are  if  they  are  being  accompa¬ 
nied  by  another  adult,”  said 
Upchurch. 

Upchurch  said  Provo  has  been  very 
safe  for  trick-or-treaters,  but  to  avoid 
any  risks,  Halloween  parties  and 
haunted  houses  could  be  substituted 
for  trick-or-treating.

OPEC  sets  oil  limit,  prices  increase 


NEW  YORK  (AP)  —  The  removal  of  Sheik  Ahmed  Zaki  Yamani  as  Saudi 
Arabia’s  oil  minister  sent  prices  of  crude  oil  and  refined  products  soaring 
Thursday. 

Analyst!  attributed  the  reaction  to  a  combination  of  technical  factors  and 
uncertainty  over  the  effect  his  departure  would  have  on  future  efforts  by  the 
Organization  of  Petroleum  Exporting  Countries  to  limit  production  to  boost 
world  prices. 

Prices  also  were  boosted  by  reports  that  Yamani’s  replacement,  Hisham 
Nazer,  had  called  for  an  emergency  meeting  of  OPEC’s  pricing  committee, 
indicating  the  possiblity  of  a  renewal  of  determination  by  the  cartel  to  boost 
prices. 

Some  analysts  speculated  Yamani’s  departure  would  remove  a  long- 
respected  voice  of  moderation  within  the  fractious  cartel,  making  future 
agreements  to  limit  production  and  higher  oil  prices  less  likely. 

But  others  said  that  King  Fahd’s  move  had  smoothed  the  way  to  better 
cooperation  within  the  13-nation  cartel  and  that  this  would  boost  chances  for 
higher  prices  in  the  future. 

At  the  New  York  Mercantile  Exchange,  contracts  for  December  delivery  of 
West  Texas  Intermediate,  the  benchmark  U.S.  grade  of  crude  oil,  jumped 
$1.31  a  barrel  to  close  at  $15.04. 

Prices  for  November  delivery  of  refined  products  also  rose  significantly. 
Heating  oil  closed  at  39.57  cents  a  gallon,  up  2.8  cents,  while  unleaded  gasoline 
rose  to  40  cents  a  gallon,  up  2. 15  cents. 

Several  analysts  attributed  the  buying  mainly  to  “short-covering.”  In  a 
short  sale,  a  trader  sells  borrowed  oil  in  the  hopes  that  the  price  will  fall  before 
the  oil  has  to  be  replaced,  thus  profiting  on  the  drop  in  price.  “Short-covering” 
is  buying  oil  needed  to  fulfill  that  obligation. 

Last  week  OPEC  agreed  on  a  production  limitation  agreement  after  17  days 
of  haggling  in  Geneva.  The  accord  sets  quotas  for  the  cartel’s  13  members  until 
Dec.  31. 

During  that  session,  oil  prices  had  generally  hovered  in  a  range  between  $15 
and  $16  a  barrel.  But  recently  they  fell  below  $14  a  barrel,  partly  because 
traders’  confidence  in  OPEC’s  ability  to  stick  to  its  own  quotas  had  been 
shaken  by  the  difficulty  it  had  in  reaching  the  agreement.

Vatican  condemns  homosexuality 


VATICAN  CITY  (AP)  —  The  Vatican  instructed  bishops  Thursday  to 
stamp  out  pro-homosexual  views  within  the  Roman  Catholic  church  and 
oppose  any  attempt  to  condone  homosexuality  through  legislation  or  other 


In  a  letter  to  the  bishops  approved  by  Pope  John  Paul  II,  it  accused 
pro-homosexual  groups  of  “deceitful  propaganda”  and  trying  to  gain  a  foothold 
in  the  church,  which  has  810  million  followers. 

“Increasing  numbers  of  people,  even  within  the  church,  are  bringing  enor¬ 
mous  pressure  to  bear  on  the  church  to  accept  the  homosexual  condition  as 
though  it  were  not  disordered  and  to  condone  homosexual  activity,”  it  said. 

The  Vatican  told  the  bishops  and  priests  not  to  support  organizations  that 
“seek  to  undermine  the  teaching  of  the  church  (on  homosexuality),  which  are 
ambiguous  about  it,  or  which  neglect  it  entirely.” 

The  15-page  letter  was  dated  Oct.  1  and  made  public  Thursday.  It  was 
drawn  up  by  the  Congregation  for  the  Doctrine  of  the  F aith,  the  watchdog  of 
doctrinal  deviation  headed  by  West  German-born  Cardinal  Joseph  Ratzinger. 

He  said  the  letter  was  being  sent  because  the  controversy  about  homosex- 
'  uality  “even  in  Catholic  circles”  has  become  a  matter  of  “sufficiently  grave  and 
widespread  importance.” 

An  Italian  homosexual  rights  group  named  Fuori  (Outside)  issued  a  state¬ 
ment  calling  the  church  document  “just  a  futile  attempt  to  force  discrimination 
by  those  who,  perhaps  because  of  love  based  on  true  faith,  have  discovered 
tolerance.” 

In  its  instructions,  Ratzinger’s  agency  reiterated  the  Vatican  position  that 
homosexual  acts  are  sins. 


O'Neill  has  last  hurrah  before  retiring 


House  Speaker  Thomas  P.  O’Neill 
Jr.,  making  his  own  last  hurrah  be¬ 
fore  retiring,  on  Thursday  counter- 
punched  President  Reagan’s  attacks 
on  himsaying  “the  truth  is  a  frequent 
casualty  in  the  heat  of  an  election 
campaign.” 

Reagan,  meanwhile,  headed  west 
through  Colorado  and  Nevada  as  part 
of  his  week-long  drive  to  boost  Re¬ 
publicans  in  tight  Senate  races. 

In  Alabama,  the  chaotic  three-way 
race  for  governor  calmed  a  bit  with 
Attorney  General  Charlie  Graddick’s 
decision  to  give  up  his  faltering  write- 
in  campaign,  leaving  the  field  to  fel¬ 
low  Democrat  Bill  Baxley  and  Repub¬ 
lican  Guy  Hunt. 

O’gneill,  D-Mass.,  used  an  appear¬ 
ance  before  the  Wisconsin  Board  of 
Education  in  Milwaukee  to  respond  to 
Reagan’s  campaign  pitch  of  recent 
weeks  against  congressional  Demo¬ 


crats,  O’Neill  in  particular. 

“I  must  say  that  I  get  a  kick  out  of 
the  president  campaigning  across  the 
country  one  day  attacking  Democrats 
—  warning  against  electing  a  ‘hostile 
Congress,’  and  tten  returning  to 
Washington  to  sign  the  bipartisan 
drug  bill,  the  bipartisan  tax  bill  and 
the  bipartisan  immigration  bill,” 
O’Neill  said. 

“He  made  up  quotes  from  me  alleg¬ 
ing  that  I  wanted  to  raise  taxes. 


In  order  to  give  BYU  students 
more  than  just  a  textbook  education, 
professor  David  B.  Magleby  has  orga¬ 
nized  what  may  by  one  of  the  most 
accurate  polling  systems  in  the  na¬ 
tion. 

The  “Exit  Polling”  program  is  a 
survey  taken  of  Utah  voters  as  they 
exit  polling  stations  on  election  day. 
It  is  used  to  predict  the  outcome  of  the 
elections.  BYU  students  analyze 
other  elections  throughout  the  na¬ 
tion. 

This  year’s  project  “involves  stu¬ 
dents  from  seven  Utah  colleges  and 
Universities,”  said  Michelle  Higham, 
a  senior  communications  major  from 
Lafayette,  Calif. 

At  BYU,  there  are  a  number  of 
colleges  and  departments  participat¬ 
ing  in  funding  and  running  the  pro¬ 
ject,  including  the  Kennedy  Center, 
KB  YU,  The  Daily  Universe  and  AS- 
BYU,  said  Magleby. 

Students  will  be  conducting  the  en¬ 
tire  survey  from  handing  out  ques¬ 
tionnaires  to  analyzing  the  data. 

“We  will  be  broadcasting  election 
results  on  KBYU  Tuesday  evening 
from  8  p.m.  to  10  p.m.  with  about  an 
hour-and-a-half  break  for  another 
program,”  said  Higham. 

The  election  results  will  also  be 
published  in  Wednesday’s  Daily  Uni¬ 
verse.

The  seven  colleges  and  universities 
throughout  Utah  that  are  participat¬ 
ing  in  the  exit  polling  are  BYU, 
Southern  Utah  State  College,  Snow 
College,  Dixie,  Weber  State  College 
and  the  College  of  Eastern  Utah. 

“There  are  800  students  working  on 
the  project  —  about  600  are  from 
BYU,”  said  Higham.

'Most  powerful  in  state'  says  expert

Standing  by  one  of  the  most  powerful  computers  in  Utah  is  Dr, 
Phillip  J.  Smith,  head  of  the  Combustion  Computation  Labratory. 


A  giant  black  and  gold  cube  on  the 
third  floor  of  the  W.  W.  Clyde  building 
contains  one  of  the  most  powerful 
computers  in  Utah. 

The  CONVEX  C-l  computer  re¬ 
cently  acquired  by  BYU  is  a  mini-su¬ 
percomputer,  and  is  probably  the 
most  powerful  computer  in  Utah,  ac¬ 
cording  to  Dr.  Phillip  J.  Smith,  head 
of  the  Combustion  Computation 
Labratory. 

The  machine  cost  BYU  about 
$650,000,  said  Smith.  This  price  was 
specially  discounted  because  BYU  is 
an  educational  institution. 

Funding  for  the  computer  and 
other  projects  of  the  Advanced  Com¬ 
bustion  Engineering  Research  Cen¬ 
ter  at  BYU  was  provided  by  the  Na¬ 
tional  Science  Foundation  and  a 
number  of  private  companies. 

The  computer  was  manufactured 
by  Convex  Computer  Corporation  of 
Richardson,  Texas,  a  four-year-old 
company,  which  has  installed  110  of 
the  computers  world- wide,  said 
spokeswoman  Denise  Burrows. 

BYU’s  was  the  first  of  their  com¬ 
puters  in  Utah,  said  Burrows. 

BYU,  working  in  conjunction  with 
the  University  of  Utah,  was  one  of 
only  five  research  centers  nationwide 
to  receive  grants  from  the  National 
Science  Foundation  for  advanced  en¬ 
gineering  research. 

The  BYU  center  is  under  the  direc¬ 
tion  of  Dr.  L.  Douglas  Smoot,  dean  of 
the  College  of  Engineering  and  Tech¬ 
nology. 

ACERC  is  searching  for  ways  to 
make  burning  coal  more  efficient.  In 
modern  coal  combustion,  coal  is 
ground  into  fine  dust  and  blown  into  a 


large  chamber,  where  it  is  burned  to 
produce  heat  which  creates  steam  to 
generate  electricity,  said  Smith. 

The  small  particles  of  coal  burn 
more  efficiently  than  large  pieces. 
The  coal  can  be  made  to  burn  even 
more  effectively  if  the  dust  is  mixed 
with  the  right  proportion  of  air  and 
blown  into  the  combustion  chamber  at 
an  ideal  speed. 

Finding  just  the  right  combination 
to  burn  the  coal  at  maximum  effi¬ 
ciency  while  minimizing  pollution  is 
the  challenge  of  the  ACERC,  accord¬ 
ing  to  Smith. 

It  is  too  expensive  to  build  full-scale 
furnaces  to  test  every  new  method, 
said  Smith. 

As  a  result,  he  and  his  department 
use  computers  to  predict  what  will 
happen,  and  then  the  testing  is  con¬ 
ducted  on  a  small  scale  to  confirm 
their  calculations. 

It  is  very  difficult  to  calculate  how 
each  individual  coal  particle  will  act  in 
a  giant  combustion  chamber  where 
complex  physical  processes  are  tak¬ 
ing  place,  said  Smith. 

The  other  computers  at  the  labora¬ 
tory  are  not  powerful  enough  to  make 
the  neccessary  calculations  in  a  timely 
manner,  said  Smith. 

The  CONVEX  computer  can  make 
the  billions  of  calculations  necessary 
to  predict  events  in  the  flames  of  a 
coal  combustion  furnace  quite 
rapidly. 

Even  with  the  new  computer, 
Smith  said  that  BYU  will  still  need  to 
borrow  time  on  other  supercomput¬ 
ers  to  meet  its  computational  needs. 

Smith  said  the  supercomputers  at 
Los  Almos  National  Laboratory  in 
New  Mexico  and  a  National  Science 
Foundation  supercomputer  center  in 
San  Diego  would  probably  be  used. 


Board  members  selected

The  ASBYU  Legislative  Council 
has  chosen  four  students  to  represent 
the  Organizations  Funding  Board, 
which  allocates  university  funds  to 
BYU  clubs. 

In  last  week’s  council  meeting,  the 
council  ratified  the  names  of  four 
board  members  who  would  review 
the  applications  submitted  by  campus 
clubs  for  the  budgeted  $3,000. 

Although  many  feel  social  clubs  of¬ 
ten  request  unnecessary  funds,  one 
ASBYU  official  said  this  is  not  usually 
the  case. 

“Most  of  the  requests  for  money  do 
not  come  from  the  social  clubs,  but 
from  the  other  clubs,  such  as  photog¬ 
raphy  and  skiing,”  said  Suzette  Claw¬ 
son,  ASBYU  organizations  vice-pres¬ 
ident. 

The  OFB  consists  of  Eric  Varvel, 
Doug  Madsen,  Kristin  Sims  and  Keith 
Machon  who  were  chosen  on  the  basis 


of  experience  listed  on  a  submitted 
resume  and  recommendation. 

In  order  for  a  club  to  receive  funds, 
it  must  submit  a  three-page  proposal 
to  the  OFB,  after  which  the  board 
considers  various  factors  to  deter¬ 
mine  if  the  club  should  receive  the 
requested  funds. 

The  number  of  students  involved, 
how  the  students  will  benefit  from  the 
activity,  previous  application  for 
funding  and  the  purpose  for  the  funds 
are  all  considerations  the  OFB  must 
review  in  order  to  allocate  the  money. 

Along  with  the  considerations 
listed  above,  the  club  must  submit  an 
itemized  budget  of  the  estimated  cost 
of  the  entire  project. 

There  was  concern  among  ASBYU 
council  members  over  possible  con¬ 
flicts  of  interest  among  OFB  mem¬ 
bers. 

One  example  is  Varvel,  OFB  chair¬ 
man,  who  was  president  of  BYU’s 
Sigma  Epsilon  Fraternity.

Fellowships  now  available 
for  new  graduate  students 


For  engineering  or  science  stu¬ 
dents  at  or  near  the  beginning  of  their 
graduate  studies,  an  $11,000  fellow¬ 
ship  is  available  from  the  National 
Reserach  Council  to  help  finance  fu¬ 
ture  studies. 

The  fellowship  will  be  awarded  to 
students  for  study  or  work  in  science 
or  engineering  leading  to  a  master’s 
or  doctoral  degree  in  the  mathemati¬ 
cal,  physical,  biological,  engineering, 
social  sciences,  and  in  the  history  and 
philosophy  of  science. 

Apprioximately  450  new  full-time 
Associateships  will  be  awarded  on  the 
competitive  basis  in  1987  for  re¬ 
search. 

To  be  eligible,  a  student  cannot 
have  completed,  as  of  the  beginning  of 
the  Fall  1986  semester,  more  than  20 
semester  hours  of  graduate  work 
study. 

This  would  be  after  completion  of 
the  first  baccalaureate  degree  in  sci¬ 
ence  or  engineering,  or  the  equiv- 
alant. 

Applicants  are  also  asked  to  take 
the  Graduate  Record  Examinations 
(GRE). 


The  examinations  will  be  given 
Dec.  13  at  designated  centers 
throughout  the  United  States  and  for¬ 
eign  countries. 

If  the  applicant’s  primary  purpose 
in  taking  the  examination  is  for  the 
fellowship,  the  foundation  will  pay 
the  Dec.  13  test  fees. 

Applications  may  be  picked  up  in 
A-37  ASB,  and  the  submission  dead¬ 
line  is  Nov.  14. 

According  to  Carol  Hardman,  asso¬ 
ciate  director  of  Grants  and  Con¬ 
tracts,  four  of  these  were  given  to 
BYU  Graduates  last  year,  but  none 
this  year. 

Because  the  fellowships  are  some¬ 
what  based  on  geography,  she  said 
she  feels  that  applications  from  BYU 
will  be  looked  on  more  favorably. 

“Students  need  to  be  more  aware.of 
the  opportunities  that  they  can  take 
advantage  of  to  get  their  educations 
paid  for,”  added  Hardman.

The  BYU  Piano  Quartet  will  be  featured  performers  in 
the  Salt  Lake  Repertory  Theatre’s  “Rhapsody  in  Blue,”  a 
concert  highlighting  the  works  of  George  Gershwin  which 
will  continue  to  run  Nov.  12  and  13  at  7:30  p.m. 

The  BYU  Piano  Quartet,  which  includes  four  BYU 
faculty  members,  Douglas  Humphreys,  Paul  Pollei, 
Ronald  Staheli  and  Mack  Wilberg,  will  perform  Gersh¬ 
win’s  “Rhapsody  in  Blue,”  arranged  by  the  quartet  for  two 
pianos-eight  hands  and  will  be  backed  up  by  the  Salt  Lake 
Rep  Orchestra. 

The  Salt  Lake  Repertory  Theatre  originally  called  and 
asked  me  to  play  the  piece  as  a  solo,  but  I  hadn’t  played  it 
for  a  long  time,  said  Wilberg.  “I  asked  Paul  Pollei  if  he 
wanted  to  do  it  and  then  it  dawned  on  us  to  have  the 
quartet  play.” 

The  quartet,  which  has  performed  throughout  the  west¬ 
ern  United  States,  was  organized  three  years  ago  at  Hal¬ 
loween  when  some  of  the  music  faculty  got  together  to 
play  some  piano  repertoire  for  two  pianos-eight  hands 
that  had  never  been  played,  said  Wilberg.  “We  just 
wanted  to  get  together  and  do  it,  so  we  put  on  a  Halloween 
concert.”

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The  drug  business,  said  Garn,  is  becoming  legitimate  in 
the  eyes  of  many.  “No  longer  is  it  the  shady,  furtive 
character  who  peddles  his  wares  in  back  alleys.  The  deal¬ 
ers  have  put  on  a  new  face.” 

For  example,  in  Columbia,  S.C.,  police  raided  an  ice 
cream  parlor  and  arrested  its  owner  for  selling  cocaine  out 
of  Mr.  Yummy  company  trucks.  In  Philadelphia,  a  dentist 
pled  guilty  to  selling  $5.5  million  worth  of  cocaine  a  month 
to  stockbrokers  and  lawyers,  the  so-called  “Yuppie  Co¬ 
caine  Ring.”  In  Houston,  a  74-year-old  grandmother  was 
convicted  of  dealing  valium,  codeine  and  marijuana  from 
her  home. 

“When  you  consider  the  fact  that  most  first-time  experi¬ 
ences  with  drugs  now  contact  our  youngsters  at  the  ele¬ 
mentary  schools  and  playgrounds,  that  more  than  one  in 
four  young  adults  has  tried  cocaine  and  three  of  five  high 
school  seniors  have  tried  an  illegal  drug,”  said  Hatch,  “we 
know  there  is  too  much  drug  abuse  and  too  many  lives 
being  wasted.” 

There  has  been  a  lot  of  progress  in  the  drug  crisis  area  in 
recent  years,  according  to  Hatch.  “Thirty-seven  federal 
agencies  are  now  working  together  in  a  vigorous  national 
effort.  ” 

Through  legislation,  such  as  the  Comprehensive  Crime 
Control  Act,  there  has  been  an  increase  in  seizures  of 
illegal  drugs.  “In  1985  alone  more  than  10,000  drug  crimi¬ 
nals  were  convicted  and  nearly  $250  million  of  their  assets 
were  seized  by  the  Drug  Enforcement  Administration,” 
said  Hatch. 

In  1986  it’s  estimated  1,410  drug  treatment  units  were 
funded  while  another  2,115  units  were  able  to  offer  both 
drug  and  alcohol  treatment  programs.  More  than  300,000 
persons  were  treated  in  publicly  funded  drug  rehabilita¬ 
tion  centers.  And,  according  to  Hatch,  many  individuals 
were  treated  in  private  rehabilitation  centers.

Peterson  spoke  Thursday  in  com¬ 
memoration  of  Grandparent’s  Day. 
The  event  was  sponsored  by  BYU’s 
Gerontology  Resource  Center. 

The  first  category  of  mysteries  are 
those  we  have  no  revealed  word  on, 
according  to  Peterson.  People  tend  to 
speculate  on  such  mysteries.  “We 
need  to  be  careful  and  leave  them 
alone,”  he  said.  “These  can  destroy 
faith.” 


The  second  category  is  one  we  must 
pursue,  said  Peterson.  “These  are  the 
mysteries  of  godliness  and  the  mys¬ 
teries  of  the  kingdom.  It  is  our  obliga¬ 
tion  to  investigate  and  become  ac¬ 
quainted  with  these  mysteries.” 

As  one  of  the  mysteries,  Peterson 
spoke  of  our  calling  and  election.  “As  I 
have  studies  and  pondered,  I  have 
come  to  believe  that  the  doctrine  of 
calling  and  election  should  be  taught 
more.” 

The  Prophet  Joseph  Smith  spoke 
constantly  on  calling  and  election, 
said  Peterson.  “People  in  this  life  are 
called  to  be  holy,  without  spot  and 
blameless.  People  are  called  to  be 
joint  heirs  with  Christ,”  he  said. 
“People  are  called  to  eternal  life.” 

According  to  Peterson,  we  must 
pursue  an  appropriate  course  to  the 
point  where  we  get  the  guarantee 


that  we  will  inherit  the  promised  fore¬ 
ordained  blessings. 

After  faith,  repentance,  baptism 
and  the  gift  of  the  Holy  Ghost  ,  which 
is  the  First  Comforter,  we  must  con¬ 
tinue  to  humble  ourselves  before  the 
Lord,  said  Peterson,  quoting  from 
Joseph  Smith.  After  the  Lord  finds 
that  a  man  is  determined  to  serve  him 
and  has  been  “thoroughly  proved,” 
the  Lord  will  soon  say  unto  him  “Thou 
shalt  be  exalted.”  Then  that  man  will 
find  his  calling  and  election  made 
sure,  said  Peterson. 

“We  don’t  have  to  be  perfect.  We 
can’t  in  mortality.”  But  we  can  re¬ 
ceive  the  assurance  that  the  course 
we  are  taking  is  right  in  the  sight  of 
the  Lord.  “The  fulness  of  eternal  life 
is  not  attainable  in  this  life,”  he  said. 
“But  the  peace  that  comes  from  our 
calling  and  election  made  sure  is  at¬ 


tainable  in  this  life.” 

Quoting  from  Doctrine  and 
Covenants  88:68,  Peterson  said  the 
day  will  come  that  you  shall  see  Him. 
That  is  the  culmination  of  calling  and 
election  —  receiving  the  Second  Com¬ 
forter,  even  Jesus  Christ. 

While  not  very  many  will  receive 
the  Second  Comforter  in  this  life,  we 
can  receive  the  assurance  that  the 
course  of  our  lives  is  in  harmony  with 
the  Lord’s  will,  said  Peterson. 

According  to  Peterson,  the  great¬ 
est  classroom  for  sanctification  is  in 
the  holy  temple.  “It  is  the  grand  place 
to  worship.  The  temple  is  where  we 
grow  up  in  the  Lord,”  he  said.  You 
don’t  learn  by  what  you  see  and  hear, 
but  by  what  you  feel  in  the  temple. 
“When  spirit  teaches,  it  does  not  pen¬ 
etrate  eyes  or  ears,  but  the  very  fiber 
of  your  being,”  he  said.
